WASHINGTON (U P!) - Serious crim e 
declined one per cent in the nation dur­ 
ing the tir-t three m onths of 1973, but 
crim e in the suburbs and rural areas 
continued to increase, the F B I’s Uniform 
Crime Reports showed today. 


Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson 
reported that 100 of the nation’s largest 
cities 
reported 
actual 
reductions 
in 
serious crim e during the first qu arter of 
1973. Eighty-eight cities showed a decr­ 
ease in the sam e period of 1972. Ser ous 
crim e showed a three per cent decrease 
in the sam e period last year. 


The figures in the crim e reports are 
based on nationwide crim e statistics con­ 
tributed by local, county a2d state law 
enforcem ent agencies. 


Richardson said the statistical report 
has been changed this year to include all 
larceny-theft instead of limiting that cate­ 
gory to larceny $30 and over. He said the 
inflation 
trend 
in 
recent 
years 
has 
caused a bias that is not acceptable in 
crim e reports because m any states have 
Changed the dollar value between felony 
and m isdem eanor larceny. By removing 
value from the larceny category, the in- 
flation bias has been elim inated and the 
overall 
quality of larceny-theit crim e 
counts should im prove, he said. 


Larceny-theft is prim arily a crim e of 
opportunity and the value of property ta­ 
ken is usually incidental to the crim inal 
act. 


Richardson noted th at the volume of 
*erious crim e would have increased one 
per cent during the first q u arter of 1973 
—the sam e change as for the com pa­ 
rable per od a year ago— had the larce­ 
ny $.10 and over category continued to 
have been used. 


The reports divide senous crim e into 
two categories: violent, which includes 
m urder, torvible rape, robbery, aggra­ 
vated assault and property 
which in­ 
cludes burglary, larceny-theit and auto 
theft. 


Violent crim e increased six per cent in 
the first q u arter of 1973 com pared to a 
two per cent increase in the first quarter 
ot 1972. Property crim es, more num erous 
than violent crim es, decreased two per 
cent this year com pared to a three per 
cent reported in 1972.

Burt denies role in Chino ambush, escape 


Pathologist tells of 
baby's skull fracture 


ONTARIO — San Bernar­ 
dino County pathologist Dr. 
Irvftig Root testified Thursday 
in William Wheeler’s murder 
trial that the skull of a 10- 
month-old child who died on 
March 9 was “ cracked like an 
eggshell.” 
Wheeler, 27, of Fontana is 
accused cf shaking 10-mcnth- 
old Virgina Ann Dekker to 
death 
at 
his

gir­ 
lfriend’s home at 1119 E. Em­ 
poria St. in Ontario March 9. 
Dr. Root called to the stand 
in Wes Valley Superior Court 
by Deputy Dist. Atty. William 
Parker, told the seveki-wom- 


an, five-man jury that in ex 
amining the child’s body he 
discovered two fractures of 
the skull and a separation of 
the soft bones of the skull 
caused by trauma, or in­ 
flicted injury. He said he dis­ 
covered the baby had suf­ 
fered hemorrhages of the ab­ 
dominal area and some vital 
organs. 
Dr. Root also testified that 
he found evidence of another 
fracture of the skull, occurr­ 
ing at an earlier time, that 
had already begun healing. 
Testimony in the murder 
trial will continue Monday. 


SAN BERNARDINO — De­ 
fendant Benton Douglas Burt, 
30, testified Thursday that he 
had nothing to do with the 
Oct. 6 Ronald Wayne Beaty 
escape and was at his Hay­ 
ward apartment that day with 
his wife Andrea Holman Burt. 
The Burts are on trial in 
Superior Court for murder, 
assault with a deadly weapon, 
and rescuing a prisoner.

The proposed budget is $160

It contains the largest state

state employes, $1.3 million 
for t. governor’s mansion and 
$89.3 million for park acquisi­ 
tion. 
The budget also sets asid ^ 
$42 million for beginning con­ 
struction cf a new, twin-towc 
legislative office building and 
reconstruction of the 104-year- 
old f am to!. 
The Senate passed the bud­ 
get on a 34-6 vote. The As 
semhly quickly followed sen­ 
ding the budget to the gover­ 
nor on a 69*3 vote. 
The action came 13 days af­ 
ter the constitutional deadline 
for legislative passage of the 
budget and two days before 
the beginning Sunday of the 
next fiscal year.

The Center for Science in 
the Public Interest and the 
Environmental Defense Fund 
said the asbestos comes from 
asbestos filters through which 
a wide rqnge of consumables 
are strained.

istration FDA) Thursday to 
ban such fiiit-r» a* vveil as 
the use of talc in food and 
drug 
preparation. 
Talc,

natural state, the groitj?’ pe­ 
tition said. 
Thev 
requested 
the 
FDA 
end this “ imminent and whol­ 
ly unnecessary hazard to pub­ 
lic health" within 30 days. 


m ott Lang, a lawyer for the 
Emironmental Defense Fund, 
said the recent discovery of 
asbestos particles in the Lake 
Superior drinking water sup­ 
ply in the Duluth. Minn., area 
was an “ ominous sign of the 
ubiquotousness of asbestos ha­ 
zards to the public health." 
Asbestos in air-borne form 
has been shown to cause can­ 
cer. the two groups said, and 
is suspected of having the 
same result in liquids. 
For nearly a year the FDA 
has been considering a prop­ 
osal that would establish a 
zero level tolerance for as­ 
bestos in talc used for food 
additives; but Lang said "fin­ 
al action on this proposed re­ 
gulation has apparently beer 
postponed indefinitely despite 
the comAuied addition of a>- 
b e s t o s-containing 
talc 
in 
food.’* 


Talc is used as a base for 
chewing gum, to coat polished 
rice, to hold pills together and 
other things.

Reagan says 
he won't run 
for 3rd term 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
_ 
Four rivals for the 1974 Re­ 
publican gubernatorial nomi­ 
nation said today they are 
happy but not surprised that 
Gev. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
has 
slammed the door on specula­ 
tion he might succumb to a 
draft and run for a third 
term. 


“ He's a determined man 
and once he makes up his 
mind he sticks to it pretty 
well,” said Lt. Gov. Ed Rei- 
necke. adding: “ It does clear 
the air.” 


“ I have to take him at his 
word and that’s what 
I'm 
doing," said former Lt. Gov. 
and 
Presidential 
Counselor 
Robert H. Finch. 


Controller Houston I. Flour­ 
noy said, “ I’m not at all sur­ 
prised at the governor’s an­ 
nouncement since I fully be­ 
lieved him the first time.” 


Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger 
expressed 
similar 
sentiments. 


Speculation had been grow­ 
ing that Reagan might accept 
a draft to run for a third 
term if the party faced a 
bloodletting during the pri­ 
mary’ and no nominee could 
emerge as a strong candidate 
during the general election. 
Reagan’s 
public 
popularity, 
based 
on 
polls, 
has 
been 
steadily climbing since mid- 
1971. 


“ Nothing has happened to 
change my mind. I think 1 
made the right decision and 
I ’m going to stick by it.” 
Reagan told a news confer­ 
ence Thursday. 


Tt had been theorized by 
some that a third term would 
give Reagan a forum to cam­ 
paign for the 1976 Republican 
presidential nomination. 
He 
was reported to have been un­ 
der pressure from longtime 
wealthy 
supporters to run 
again. 


“ I’ve read all of this (spe­ 
culation). I haven't felt any of 
the pressure that everybody 
is speculating 
about,” 
the 
governor said. 


Reagan noted that when lie 
first ran for governor in 1966, 
“ I campaigned on a promise 
that I was going to try to get 
California to limit its gover­ 
nors to two terms. I failed in 
that, f couldn’t persuade the 
legislature it was a good idea. 
But I still feel as strongly as 
I did before.” 


Reagan, who intends to em­ 
bark on a national speaking 
tour after his term expires in 
January 1975, said he plans 
to remain neutral in next 
year’s GOP primary because 
that's “ the best way 1 can 
serve 
the 
party 
and 
our 
cause.”

Life-death fight 
by UFW can't bar 
picking of grapes

COACHELLA, Calif. (UPI) 
— It looked like a rehearsal 
mob scene for a grade B 
movie being made at low cost 
in Yugoslavia with the popu­ 
lace as extras and a few 
“heavies” imported from cen­ 
tral casting. 
Stretching half a mile down 
both sides of the Macadam 
road, 
parallel 
battle 
lines 
were drawn along a vineyard 
bursting with pale green seed­ 
less grapes. 
On 
one 
side, 
320 
dark- 
skinned 
men 
and 
women 
shuffled single file 
through 
powdery dust, waving sticks 
on which were tacked towel­ 
sized red banners crudely im­ 
printed with a black eagle. 
Half a dozen m&i with bull­ 
horns, who could well have 
b e e n 
assistant 
directors 
blared instructions and 
led 
chants of “Chavez si, Teams­ 
ters no” followed by shouts of 
“viva la huelga.” 
Extended along a thinner 
line across the 
road 
were 
about 100 bare chested, lean 
young meki, most of 
them 
Angelos. They leaned against 
pickup trucks, drank 
from 
cans of Tab and Seven Up 
and scowled at the demon­ 
strators 60 feet away. 
One of them held a ceremo­ 
nial size American flag on a 
goiuen pole.

By noon it would go to 115 in 
the shade until the heat was 
like a wall and lush green 
golf courses of Palm Springs.

Between the two lines were 
scattered three squads of the 
Riverside County Sheriff’s De­ 
partm ent, about 30 men in 
all, clad smartly in olive uni­ 
form, plastic helmets, with 
batons at their sides.

Minutes later the bullhorns 
spouted an order.

It was no movie.

Wages are not a principal 
issue of contention. 
Under the previous UFW 
contract, pickers received a 
basic wage of $1.35 an hour 
plus 25 to 35 cents a lug (a 22 
pound box of grapes) as a 
bonus. 
An ordinary 
worker 
caVi make at least $5 an hour 
and a hustler can net $8 or 
$9. The harvest, of course, 
lasts only a few weeks, 
It i* pertinent to note that 
the Perlette grapes —and the 
Thompson seedless which are 
about to follow —sell whole­ 
sale at $8 a lug at the Coa­ 
chella shipping point and may 
go for up to $50 a box by the 
time they are retailed at su­ 
permarkets. 
But neither the new con­ 
tract which Chavez was seek­ 
ing nor the one signed with 
the Team sters provided much 
more in wages. The key issue 
was which union the workers 
wanted to represent them. 
Poor track record 
R a y S t a n f o r d , super­ 
intendent of the Coachella-Im- 
jterial Distributors, who su­ 
pervises picking, packing and 
shipping for 26 growers, says 
the contract with the UFW 
started out all right 
three 
years ago, but then perfor­ 
mance went to pieces. 
“ 1 never read about this in 
the papers or see it on NBC 
or CBS or ABC, but just once 
I would like to hear what 1 
have to say get across to the 
public,” 
Stanford 
said

week. 
‘‘We just weren’t

the job done with the UFW, 
Chavez and his people got in­ 
volved in collecting dues and 
fees

punishing

they didn’t like. Their hiring 
hall procedures were chaotic.

E. Lam pm an dated Thursday, the a-^o- 
ciation's

asked that a'sociation representatives be 
perm itted to meet on Monday directly 
with the City council instead of with ¡he 
council’s salary negotiators 


But Lampman said that inasmuch as 
he had not yet discussed the request w ith 
the council, his recom m endation would 
be that the council not directly becom e 
involved in the negotiations. 


C hief negotiator for the council has 
been Sidney Simms, personnel officer. 


Lam pm an said it would also be his 
recom m endation that the council rem ain 
firm on its offer ot a 5 per cent cost of 


living increase. 


The association is seeking a 7.15 per 
cent salary increase. 
Copies of a letter trom lam p m an to 
the association dated June 25 end the 
one from Silver w ere released T hursday 
by the association. 
In his letter, Lam pm an said the a-so-

ro unier-oroooul 
had 


been discussed in executive session and 
that it w as the council» “ strong unani­ 
mous feeling that the city is not in a 
financial 
position

Lampman continued: 


‘•It is the desire of the council to stay 
within the presidential guidelines a'» set 
forth in Phase 111, even though it lie ct a 


voluntary nature. 


“ In regard to the benetit a ie a , the 
council’s position remains that our bene­ 
fit package, w'hen considering the mod­ 
ifications in our retirem ent program and 
other benefits, which fur exceed most 
other jurisdictions of our size, is strongly 
com petitive and the council does not de­ 
sire to m ake any modifications a t this 


time. 
“ We are sorry that we are unable to 
reach an agreem ent in our m eeting and 
conferring but feel that we have m et in 
good faith and unfortunately, we 
are 
unable to resolve the differences th at we 
have at this tim e.” 
Lam pm an said the city wanted to im­ 
plement the 5 per cent increase before 
the pay roll deadline on Sunday. 
“ However, we would like to reiterate, 
and in no way should this be interpreted 
a ' a th reat because our position has

5 
per cent salary increase was because of 
the city’s financial p icture,” said Silver 
Tiv m ost recant position taken by the 
association, he continued, w as one that 
“ w-ith respect to the subject of salary, 
would cost the city absolutely the exact 
sam e sum of money for the fiscal year 
in question as would the 5 per cent sa la ­ 
ry in crease.”

Laird will make 
Nixon accessible 


Alter watching Melvin Laird in operation at the 
Pentagon for four years, it is easy to forecast that 
with Laird in the White House, President Nixon will 
find it impossible to seclude himself with the yellow 
pad and pencil for interminable intervals, whatever 
his inclinations. One way or another, the gregarious 
Laird will get the recluse Nixon reluctantly mixing 
with those men and women Laird believes essential 
to getting the President’s job done. 
The bouncy, politics-loving Laird will be a domi­ 
nant figure at 1600 Pennsylvania ( Ave. Already. 
Laird men are in ke\ posts. William IJaroody. his 
legislative assistant in Congress and Pentagon aide, 
is now a White House political adviser. Mr. Nixon s 
special counsel, Fred Buzhardt, was a Laird-picked 
man at Defense. 
Laird has had the reputation of being one ol the 
few men in Washington able to say 
"no 
to thr 
President, Kissinger. Haldeman and Ehrliehman all 
in the same week, and to make the “no” stick in 
each case. 
Overall, despite except ions, he had his own wa\ in 
the Vietnam war. He ran the Defense Departm ent 
with little effective interference. He cam e to the job 
on his own terms as a favor to Mr. Nixon and left 
at a time of his own choking. 
Laird carries the heavy backing of the Republican 
party apparatus and the GOP blo<• in Congress 
where he was long an influential figure. As never 
before, the President needs the help of orthodox Re­ 
publicans. 
Laird's congressional friendships go wider than 
the Republican minority. Witness this success with 
the Defense budget last year when m ilitary spend­ 
ing was not in high favor. 
By contrast, Mr. Nixon ha* failed m iserably in his 
own relationships with the legislators. 
As for corruption and hanky-panky, colleagues tell 
me that Laird, while in Congress, was unwilling to 
trade his vote for what another congressman wan­ 
ted in return for something he. La rid. desired for 
his district a strait-laced altitude almost unheard of 
or Capitol Hill. 
There's no question Laird’s move to the White 
House will lead to strong staff in-fighting and an 
end to orderliness and quiet. There are bound to be 
serious White House tilts as three strong men- 
Laird.

George Shultz — "try to mount one stool.” each 
pushing vigorously his own views on bringing the 
economy into line. 
Laird will be no domestic- Kissinger. Though he’s

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon has 
tried gently to persuade the wives of 
those who never cam e home from the 
Vietnam w ar that it is alm ost futile to 
continue hoping.

INSIDE REPORT 
Klein humiliated by 
Nixon palace guard 


WASHINGTON — The coincidence of John D ean’s devastat­ 
ing Senate testim ony and H erbert G. Klein’s final week in the 
Nixon adm inistration points up why R ichard Nixon’s presiden­ 
cy is on the brink of ruin. 
The w idely known but largely untold story is th at Klein, a*« 
the adm inistration’s director of com m unications, has been ig 
nored and hum iliated by the W hite House. At one scarcely 
believable point last sum m er, the Nixon palace guard w as 
ready to deepen the hum iliation by preventing him from even 
attending the Republican national convention. Like other Nixon 
lieutenants sim ilarly dem eaned, Klein w as guilty of having 
contacts beyond the W hite House w alls and advice the Presi 
dent found unpalatable. 
The conclusions a re inescapable. Had H erb Klein been able 
to m aintain his old. pre-W hite House intim acy with Nixon, he 
might well have discovered the W atergate affair. Had he d is­ 
covered it, he surely would have protested and w arned the 
President. Instead, the new generation of Nixon advisers ush­ 
ered in disaster. 
Klein is not alone am ong W hite House aides who m ight have 
prevented W atergate but instead w ere eased out of authority: 
Pete Peterson, Robert Ellsworth, John Sears, Robert Finch, 
Stephen Hess, B ryce Harlow, Pat M oynihan. Donald Rumsfeld 
The com m on denom inators of this varied lot a re broad expe­ 
rience and w idespread contacts. 
Nixon once relied on such broad-gauged assistants, including 
Sun Diego new spaper editor Klein, one of his closest advisers 
in the late 1950s and during his I960 presidential cam paign. 
But us Nixon’s attitude tow ard the press hardened, so did his 
attnude toward Klein. Even in i960, he complained privately 
about K lein's “ crybaby“ recom m endations for easier press ac­ 
cess. grum bling that H erb wanted to m ake it easier on him self 
rath er than help the candidate. 
Nixon knew w hat he wanted tor his second presidential try 
in 1968: a hard-nosed press secretary without friends in the 
press or unpleasant recom m endations. H. R. Haldeman ea rn 
up with a young advertising executive nam ed Ron Ziegler 
Klien w as kept at a rm ’s length, increasingly cirticized by the 
im perious Haldeman. 
Klein's hopes ol becoming presidential press secretary w e:; 
disappointed in 1969 when the entirely program m able Z iegler 
was appointed and Klein got the new post of director ol com ­ 
m unications for the executive branch. Despite Klein’s formei 
intim acy w ith the President and his invaluable political expe­ 
rience, he saw alm ost nothing of Nixon and had little influence 
over policy. 
Still, Klein m aintained his loyalty, using his substantial and 
w ell-m erited prestige in press and television circles outside 
W ashington to effectively plead the President's cause and try 
ing, without much success, to prom ote m ore presidential press 
conferences. 
The rew ard was more hum iliation. 
Kenneth Clawson, a 
W ashington Post reporter, last year w as given control of 
Klein’s departm ent (while Klein kept the title). Presidential 
aides leaked word that Klein would be quitting by election dav 
but never so inform ed Klein 
The final provocation to m ake 
life unbearable for Klein was to keep him home in W ashington 
while every Nixon nbbon clerk went to the Republican con­ 
vention in Miami Beach. 
A few cooler heads prevailed: how would Klein’s fellow' edi­ 
tors covering the convention regard his surprising absence? 
So, Klein w as taken to Miami Beach and given com m and ol a 
sm all yacht where he dispensed food and drinks to reporter 
But he w'as given no hard political inform ation about anything. 
After the election, Klein kept fighting privately for presiden 
fial accessibility to the press and publicly defending the a d ­ 
m inistration. FAen now, Klein rem ains steadfastly loyal to his 
President and adm inistration. 
His tru e thoughts w ere unveiled briefly last Sunday on 
NBC’s “ Meet the Press 
when h<* asserted: “ Too much res­ 
ponsibility w as given to too m any people with a lack of expe­ 
rience.” Friends say he particularly m eant C harles W. Colson 
(one presidential aide told us Klein, uncharacteristically harsh, 
described Colson to him as a “ cobra” ). But he also puts Hal 
dem an and John E hrliehm an in the sam e category. 
On the eve of Klein’s departure, there is a tragic contrast 
Nixon, unwilling to hear Klein’s “ crybaby” advice on press 
relations, nevertheless received from him superb m issionary 
work am ong the m edia. The hard-boiled H aldem an-Ehrlich- 
man-Colson trium virate, reinforcing Nixon’s anti-press p reju ­ 
dices, gave him som ething else: W atergate.

That's what tv/o Cal Poly Pom ona stu­ 
dents concluded after an in-depth study 
on the legality of the Carter Outdoor Ad­ 
vertising Co. billnoard as a ciassroom 
project. 
M ichael Murphy and John Redlinger, 
environm ental design students, set out 
several m onths ago “ to understand how 
a sign w as erected on a location that 
appears 
objectionable and 
rec< inm end 
w avs for its rem oval,” according to their 
r e p o r . 
What they discovered w as a ball of 
legal and bureaucratic red tape that fogs 
the question of both rem oval and legal­ 
ity.

zoning restrictions, its 
rem oval 
hinges on a legal technicality: billboards 
in the "process of construction” before 
the ordinance w as signed into law last 
sum m er are exem pt from its previsions.

The most expensive car ever built is the 1969 Lincoln Con­ 
tinental Executive that President Nixon chugs around in. The 
cost for research, development and manufacture is $500,000, 
but he rents it at $5,000 the year. 
The car is 21 feet long, which is what my wife thinks our car 
is when she tries to park it. It carries two tons of armor plate. 
Probably gets a mile to the gallon (both gasoline and oil). 
Imagine our President driving a t'our-year-old car. Shouldn't 
he be thinking'of trading it in? What’s the Blue Book on a 
half-million-dollar car? 
But the subject of today's peroration is not Nixon, so let us 
leave him kicking the tires of hip $500.000 heap and turn to 
Guinness’ “ Book of World Records” from which these data 
were drawn. 
This little gem, now out in paperback and hardback, was 
first produced 16 \ears ago by Benjamin Guinness, Earl Of 
Iveagh, chairman of St. Jame’s Gate Brewery, Dublin, Ire­ 
land. to end fights in pubs over the smallest fish ever caught, 
the greatest weight lifted by a woman, the longest horserace 
and other vital statistics over which men get to battling in 
bars and bistros. 
Be warned that dipping into the book is like dipping into a 
bag of peanuts — jou can’t stop. There are more than a 
million fascinating (and some pretty dull; facts, and the work 
has had more than 7 million copies published including 11 
different languages, plus American. (The million records re­ 
corded is a record for record books.) 
Chapters headed “ T he Humln Being,” "Sports and Games,*’ 
“ World Structures.” “ The Universe” (oldest star, biggest co­ 
met) “ The Scientific World” and others list the biggest, the 
longest, the most expensive, the loudest, the whatnot-ist in the 
world since time began (earliest beginning). 
The Longest War was the 100 Years War between England 
and France; the shortest was between the United Kingdom 
and Zanzibar, which lasted 38 minutes. Barely time to pull#on 
your uniform before the war is over. 
lhe highest divorce settlement was the $9.5 million paid by 
Edward J. Hudson to Mrs. Amelia Hudson in Texas (where 
else?) in 1963. The longest prison sentence was 7,109 years 
meted out in Iran in 1969 to a pair of con men. They’ve got a 
long way to go. Two Russians hold the f .ce-slapping record 
(30 hours) and a young Englishmen set a record when he rode 
a ferris wheel for 14 days. Johann Heinrich Karl Thieme, 
sexton at Aldenburg, Germany, made his way into the Guinness 
book (posthumously) because he dug 23,311 graves during his 
50-year career. 
Once you start on the book you’re hooked. A 12-year-old 
English boy did 11,052 jumps on a pogo stick in 1971.

question” whether he will run

won’t make up his mind until 
after next year’s midterm 
congressional elections. 
The Massachusetts Demo­ 
crat discussed the matter in 
an interview broadcast Thurs­ 
day night over the Public 
Broadcasting Service. 
“ I realize at some time I’m 
going to have to make hard 
judgments about these par­ 
ticular matters, and I will,” 
K e n n e d y told interviewer 
E l i z a b e t h 
D r e w . 
Kennedy 
said 
the decision 


“ obviously” would not come 
until “ sometime after” the 
1974 midterm elections. He 
said he recognized the res­ 
ponsibility” of making his po­ 
sition clear. He then was 
asked if he ruled out the pos­ 
sibility of running. 
“ Well, I’m going to make a 
statement:, you know, about 
it.” Kennedy said. “ But it’s 
still sort of an open question, 
certainly in my mind.” 
Kennedy said he believed 
the greatest tragedy of the 
Watergate scandal was the 
mentality that corrupted the 
political 
process and 
used 
such agencies as the FBI, the 
CIA and the Internal Revenue 


Service “ which have traditio­ 
nally been beyond politics” 
for partisan purposes. 
“ The Watergate mentality 
dealt not only with national 
security but with the political 
health of the administration, 
a n d p a r t i c u l a r l y the 
President,” Kennedy said. 
He 
said 
mistakes 
were 
made 
in 
previous 
admin­ 
istrations, including use of the 
FBI to investigate steelma­ 
kers and the tapping of Mar­ 
tin Luther King Jr.’s phone 
while Kennedy’s brother, Rob­ 
ert, was attorney general. He 
said, however, 
his 
brother 
was trying to restrict wire 
tapping at the time.

Expeience is the best teach­ 


er. A wise gardener treats his 
soil as he does his bank ac­ 
count. He never takes out of 
it more than he puts in. Ex­ 


perience tells him that anv 
imbalance cart last only until 
the funds runout. 
Not all gardeners are soil 
wise, however, and some go 
on planting and picking, year 
after year, drawing nutrients 
from the soil working their 
way into trouble. Now is an 
excellent time to correct such 
situations, says the California 
\ssociation of 
Nurserymen, 
which suggests the rewards of 
proper summer feeding are 
i m m e d i a t e and obvious. 
That’s because the garden is 
growin- fast. 
An excellent project is to 
set-up a summer feeding pro­ 
gram. Start by sitting down 
with pen and paper to get a 
schedule in black and vAm . 
Start by listing the lawn 


first and figure on feeding it 
lightly every mcAith or six 
weeks through summer and 
into fall. Some people prefer 
feeding every three months.

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
whole of society 
needs to 
tackle the increasing problem 
of a 
social disease 
called 
child abuse. And along with 
it, go after the prevention and 
cure of pandemic 
venereal 
disease. 
So speaking is Mrs. Willard 
C. Scrivner, new7 president of 
the Women’s Auxiliary, The 
American Medical Association 
(AMA). 
“ We need many crash pro­ 
grams against disease,” said 
the 
Belleville, 
111., 
woman. 
“ But the battered child syn­ 
drome is one of our key prob­ 
lems. Veneral disease is an 
even 
bigger problem 
than 
heart and cancer.” 
“ We always have ongoing 
programs,” she said of the 
auxiliary. “ We’ve decided our 
focus this year will be on the 
battered child, the aging and 
home-bound, safety and safe 
clothing and toys for children. 
And each auxiliary will assay 
the needs and try to act as 
catalyst to problems in its 
community.” 
Ns for child abuse, the na­ 
tional auxiliary will work to 


ward showing parents and the 
community its multiple, des­ 
tructive facets. 
"We need education in par­ 
enting,” said Mrs. Scrivner, 
mother of two sons, grandmo­ 
ther of four ages 3 through 
11. “ Just because you become 
pregnant doesn’t make you a 
good parent.” 
Mrs. Scrivner, a nurse and 
the wife of a gynecologist and 
obstetrician, was installed as 
the. auxiliary’s new president 
this week to succeed M^s. 
R o b e r t F. Beckley. The 
auxiliary, in its 50th year, 
held Its annual convention at 
the same time as the one of 
the AMA. 
During the sessions. 
Dr. 
Vincent J. I ontana estimated 
that at least 700 children are 
killed each year by parents or 
surrogates. Fontana is direc­ 
tor of pediatrics. St. Vincent’s 
Hospital and Medical Center, 
New York, and Medical Di­ 
rector of 
the 
New 
York 
Foundling Hospital. 
He 
told 
convention 
dele­ 
gates that thousands of other 
children are permanently in­ 
jured 
both 
physically 
and 
mentally. In New York alone, 
he said, in 1971, there was 


more than a 500 per cent in­ 
crease in reported cases of 
abuse and neglect than in the 
period 1966-70. 
“ Violence is a social dis­ 
ease of epidemic and endemic 
p r o p o r t i o n s , ” he said, 
“ ...child abuse, a symptom of 
the violence running rampant 
in our communities results in 
social disorganization and dis­ 
integration. 
“ This generation’s children, 
if they survive, will be the 
next 
generation’s 
battering 
parents.” 
Mrs. Scrivner talked also of 
other programs in which the 
a u x i l i a r y 
is 
a c ­ 
tive—particularly 
in 
health 
education and nutrition, push­ 
ing proper health and diet 
care for all ages, but above 
all, 
starting 
the education 
from childhood. 
“ It’s not too early to begin 
i n 
the 
first 
and 
second 
grades,” she said, “ and keep 
it up all during the school 
years.” 
It’s a job to be shared by 
p a r e n t s 
a nd 
t e a c h 
ers—children learning to eat 
properly, milk, protein, fruits 
a n d v e g e t a b l e s every 
day—“ not making their lives 


one long snack bar.” 
Part of that program should 
see that children are immu­ 
nized and “ just tend to the 
everyday matter of cleaning.” 


T h e 
woman’s auxiliary, 
made up of wives or widows 
of physicians, numbers 90.000 
currently and Mrs. Scrivner 
is pushing for 100.000 in her 
one-year term of office. It 1: is

Villa Royale-Grove’s history 
is recent, but the history of 
Pom ona goes back to the 
genteel era of the Spanish dons, 
whose sheep and cattle grazed 
peacefully over the San Jose 
Hills. 
Pomona is located on what 
was once the huge Rancho San 
Jose, a part of the San Gabriel 
M i s s i o n 
lands 
o r i g i n a l l y 
granted in 1771 by King Ferdi­ 
nand VI of Spain. 
In 
1837, Don Y g n a c i o 
Palom ares and Don Ricardo 
Vejar were granted Rancho San 
Jose by Governor Alvarado. 
The area took in what is now the 
present cities of Pomona, La 
Verne, Claremont and a portion 
of San Dimas. 
In 1874, the Los Angeles Im­ 
m i g r a t i o n and L a n d C o­ 
o p erativ e 
A ssociation 
was 
organized to start a fruit colony 
and a town. By 1875, the 
Southern Pacific Railroad had 
arrived. 
The town was laid out, but it 
had no name. A contest was 
held to find an appropriate 
name, with a free lot to be given 
to the winner. 
S o l o m o n 
G a t e s , 
a 
nurseryman, won the lot with 
his entry of Pomona, which was 
the name of the Goddess of 
Fruit. Two years later, Pomona 
was incorporated. It had a pop­ 
ulation of 3,500. Today, the pop­ 
ulation of Pomona is more than 
88,000 people, and is growing 
rapidly.

A Train Wreck 
Gives Pomona 
First Hospital 


Residents of Villa Royale- 
Grove have access to some of 
the finest hospital facilities in 
Southern California. 
The largest general hospital 
in the area is Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital at 1798 N. 
Garey Avenue. Its story began 
way back in 1899 with a dis­ 
astrous train wreck. A two- 
story fram e building was hasti­ 
ly converted into an emergency 
nursing home. 
During those early years, all 
surgical and medical cases re­ 
quiring superior facilities were 
transported 24 miles into Los 
Angeles. The train disaster put 
focus on the need for a good 
general hospital and it was 
started with initial capitaliza­ 
tion of $25,000. A nurse’s train­ 
ing school was added in 1905. 
Today the hospital is equipped 
with modern facilities and has a 
total of 413 beds, 142 doctors and 
dentists, 150 nurses and 157 
nurses aides.
